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THE WEATHER. 


—_——— 
(Daily Press, December 24th.) 

Although perhaps not yet strictly true of 
Hongkong, we may accept with interest and 
satisfaction the dictam of Wriiuram J. 8. 
Lockyer, Ph.D., F.RA.S., that “the new 
meteorology—namely, ‘ World Meteorology’ 
has dawned.” A remarkably hot summer 
at Home, and an early set in of a disagree- 
able winter, with snow early in November, 
has made “the weather" a topic in the 
mail papers ; aud the periodicity of climatic 
abnormalities has been noticed even hy non- 
experts. On the eve of a soaking-drizzly 
Christmas here, the subject of weat'er may 
also be considered topical locally. What 
Dr. Lockyer means by “ World Meteoro- 
logy” is easily explained. Until a 
comparatively faw years ago, meteorological 
inatitutions studied thechnanges and collecte4 
data in their own immediate areas. They 


did very well, too, and their labour was not 
wasted ; its results are valuable even to the 
science of “ World Meteorology,”’ now being 
synthesized. But their meteorology was— 
as Hongkong’s is alleged to he—of the 
“parochial” kind, Some of the more 
enthusiastic of them realized that their own 
areas did not tell them all they needed to 
know, so they entered into mutual comp icts 
with neighbouring countries for tha ex- 
change of data This gave to meteorvlogva 
national or continental status. The 
synthesist of ‘World Meteorology” well 
knows to-day that even that was hut a step 
on the right road to complete usefulness, and 
the “World Meteorologist’ requires to 
know not only the occurrences of neigh- 
bouring countries but of all the glohe, even 
to the éxtreme antipodal area. In this 
colony and neighbourhood the immediate 
need of the publicis to be warned of approach- 
ing storms, especially those of the neculiar 
typhoon type. In larger communities and 
for even larger interests to be prepared for 
the weather of to-morrow is not so important 
ag to. be prepared for the character of a 
whole season ensuing. The wider metcorology 
promises to tell whether next summer will 
be fine or wet, whetber the next winter will 
be mild or severe. Dr. Lockyer says so. 
But much patient observation, much cireful 
recording, and much unselfish co-operation, 
is yet required. The buge atmospheric 
envelope of our glohe is subject, far hevond 
its eontiguous strata with which we are 
more or less familiar. to a peculiar oscilla- 
tion and these oscillations are believed to 
be periodic. The praiseworthy work of Mr. 
BLaNFORD, 8 meteorologist employed by the 
Indian Government, was responsible for 
this important discovery. Dr. Iockyrr 
and Sir Norman Looxyer followed up his 
comparison of barometric pressures in 
India and Stheria, and as the result of 
coll&ting the observations of 95 stations all 
@ver the world, they found a regular anti- 

al see-raw. When the pressure in 
Australia, to give an illustration, is extra 
high, the pressure in the United Kingdom 
is correspondingly low. 

“In fact, it seemed that the Todian region 
was about the cantre of one area, while the 
Argentine and Chili formed the centre of the 
antipodal region.

If the reader will take a pencil, dip one 
end in syrup, and slowly tarn it round, 
backwards and forwards, as the syrup 
collects at the depressed end, wa take jt he 
would get a good idea of the hehaviourof the 
world’s atmosphere, as more technically de- 
scribed above. Itis not.a wave of high and 
low pressiire travelling rcund the globe, but a 
huge to-and-fro swing, in which the a'r 
partially deserts one hemisphere to mass on 
the other. It acts easterly and westerly, 
and is believed to be quite as important 
as the changes hitherto observable between 
the equator and the poles. Big things like 
droughts of continental seope may be cnn. 
fidently foretold and timed when the 
periodicity of this phenomenon has been 
mastered, At present one motion, to-and-fro 
included, is calculated to occupy cn an 
average nearly four years, hut a juster 
average will he possible in the future. The 
centre of the field varies naturally from its 
circumferential parts, and as the intervals 
do not appear to be of equal duration, 
nothing very definite in the way of forecasts 
can be expected till time has rermitted 
mora comprehensive study. The great 
thing for the moment is that anch sa a 
forecasts are confidently predicted ; the pro- 
phet himself and his advent is prophesied. 


DEPRECIATION OF VOTES. 


—_——_»—__—_- 


(Daily Press, December 25th.) 
Tr is indicative of the disorganised condition 
of public feeling at home that neither the 
advocates nor te opponents of a measure 
which bas been attracting or rather distract- 
ing public attention to a degree far beyond 
its intrinsic importance, should have he- 
thought themselves of looking ‘at the 
practical side of the matter. We allude 
onca more to the recent clamour with 
regard to womcu suffrage, The principal 
danger in the present position of affairs is 
not whether women should have votes or 
not,—the state will go on in much the same 
way in either case,—but that under the 
present scheme of representation and under 
the present conditions of quietude abroad, 
the English people seem to have lost all 
instinct of government whatever. In this 
respect the old Greeks were really in 
advance of our twentie'h ceatury agitators, 
inasmuch as the had learnt the lesson that 
successful representation did not lie inthe 
multiplication of voters. It was, indeed, a 
well understood maxiin, and one not seldom 
acted upon, that if a tyrant desired to 
obtain unhampered- control of a c'ty his 
course was invariably to make the con- 
stituency as numerous ag possible; this he 
did by professing to he an extreme democrat, 
and pandering to the wishes of the prole- 
tar'at. The men of thought and sense 
amongst the community, seeing that in any 
contest they would be submerged hy the 
multitude of votes, and that individual 
opinion was hound to be swamped in any 
cxse, as a rule refrained from the polls; 
and the tyrant was elected ag chief magis- 
trate. Before the first burst of enthasiasm 
which had brought bim in at the head of 
the poll had become exhausted, it wis easy 
to persuade the proletariat that democracy 
was in danger from the secret desigaos of 
their enemies, and procure the reatrictioa 
of the votes to a fnvoured few in the con- 
fidence of the would-he tyrant. The rest 
fallowed as a matter of course, and the too 
easily gulled constituency found itself, 
though the constitution was still to all 
outward appearance democratic, really at 
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tha merry of its late sappliant, who seldom 
failed to rule it with a rod of iron. . 

We have s7en how in! the United States 
it hig requirel a powerful effort on the 
part of the well-wishers to the constitution 
to preserve it from a dimilar catrstraphe, 
and, though the outliok is momentirily 
clesrer, a state of enervation likes thet that 
preva'led only a few lvears ago will not 
improbably become Berea Even with all 
the aupoosed safeguards of universal euf- 
fraze,the States owe t>i the energetic action 
of one man, their President, their pre- 
sant exemption from the evils of laisser 
faire, and an enemy to the Constita- 
tion, hacked up bv the arts of the disguised 
tyrant, might readily plac2 the whole fabric 
in danger of dissolution. 

Now experianca has commenced to show 
that already the British constitnencies are . 
growing limp under theiaction of the process 
of “ watering’? which has been going on, 
and that the individual power of the voter 
has been reduced to auch insignidernee, 
that he bas almost, if not quite, lost all 
w-nse of personal responsibility. A more 
danzerous position for the wellhaing of the 
atate could not be conceived. Now, if the 
admission of women to the polls were in 
every other respect most desirable, an! use- 
ful for the ata’e, this ane objection of tha 
werkening of tha constitheicv would be 
aufficient to condemn. it in the eves of 
practical men. There ig here no question of 
competency, nor of ineqnality between the 
sexes: the influence of woman herself 
would be practically curtailed by the mens- 
ure, inasmuch as she would gain the right 
at the expense of w still further dilntion of 
the individual nower of the elector. Pro- 
bahly the most effectual way of getting at the 
real wishes of a constituensy wonld b» to 
select the individual voters by lot out of the 
entire community. Tf, say, an overwatered 
constituency of 20,000 could be concentrated 
to 1,000. or 500, the opinions of the whole 
would find clearer utterance than in the 
present system where the weak solution is 
apt to b> turned up bv any chance wind that 
mav blow over it. In auch a c9s4 woman's 
suffrages would be not only effleient, but 
actnally beneficial. In other sssemblies 
where women have taken part, common ex. 
perience proves them to ba, in the natare of 
the case, as competent as their hashands or 
brothers, and could we ‘only procure a 
representative body of women their advent 
at the polls would be hailed by tke most 
irreconcilable of old time tories. With 
such a “concentrated essence” of a con- 
stituenve we might fairly presume that 
every individual voter would risa to a truer 
conception of his own responsibility, and 
that the House of Commons woul’ be far 
more representative of public feeling thia 
it can at present claim to be. It needs no 
abstruse array of facts and arguments to 
prove that in the present overgrown con- 
stituencies, the appeal to reason must ever 
give way to the dictates of prejndice; and 
that this is practically acknowledged is 
shown in the way in wLtch every application 
to the country is esrefully disguise1 under 
specious cries int nded, not to appeal to the 
reason, but to tickle the sensibilities. 
Neither party can plead not guilty of using 
such. specious apneals. Nor is it to be - 
denied that the House.of Commons itself 
has outgrown the limits of number when 
important topics, especially when 
involve affairs that concern the suscepti- 
bilities of the nation at large, cannot 
be dispassionately or profitably discussed. 
Unfortunately the ‘millenniam has not as 
yet arrived, so, of conrse, we mus content 
ourselves in making the best of present 
conditions,- This does ‘not, however, imply 
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that we shoald in our haste rush on to 
greater difficulties. A practical method of 
condensing our present constituencies so as 
to render them more representative of the 
nation at large, it is truc, has yet to be 
found; but this should render us all the 
more careful not to clog the present machine 
with still more udherent foreign matter than 
at present clings to it. No «ne could con- 
sistently claim that the “Mrs. Jetuapys” 
of the present, who neglect their families, 
and permit their children to grow up 
ustrained and useless members of society, 
in their zeal for whitewashing little niggers 


on the banks of the Niger, are fair repre- | 


s:ntatives of the womanhood of the country. 
The ladies who inaugurate unfeminine 
struggles with the police, which would 
disgrace their sisters of the gutter, can 
scarcely be looked upon as fair specimens 
of the women of the land, yet it is our 
Mieses Pankuurst and their fellow workers 
who olaim te be their representatives, and 
who, as the loudest tongued amongst the 
others, would scramble to the polls. Such 
a denouement would altogether destroy the 
basis of representative government, and be 
indeed a coutradiction in 
women of the couutry have not authorized 


-such abnormal specimens of their sex tu 


pose as their representatives, and would be 
the last to give them their suffrages. 
Unfortunately their disinclination to be 
confounded with them would lead them to 
adopt the usual feminine method of express- 
ing their lack of sympathy by refraining 
altogether from the polls. ‘This occurs to 
us a8 being really the one practical objection 
against woman suffrage us at present possible 
It may be that the millennium is already on 
the way, but it has not as yet shown any 
immediate symptom of its early arrival. 
Under all the circumstances. it would be 
better to wait for it, than to intrust the 
suffrage to such ineligible aud irappropriate 
represeutatives of our mothers, sisters, wives, 
and daughters. 


THE KAISER’S OPTIMISM 


Miinchener eueste Nachrichten we give 
elsewhere.

Without being atle to 
approve altogether of extreme optimism, we 
can envy his Majesty bis faith. He is too 
able. an intellect to be wholly sincere in 
declaring himself “an out and out optimist,”

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and without the laudable motives inspiring | 
his latest lay sermon, would probably | 
acknowledge the folly which makes men | 


label themselves one or the other. It may 
be expedient and practical for men to be 
whole-hoggers in politics, to be out and out 
Radicals or out and out ‘ories, but it 
lia certainly unwise and unnecessary for 
them to profess optimism or pessimism, and 
antitheses germane or analogous. Life is a 
mixture of complementary opposites, and 
the true philosopher emulates the boy at 
the picnic, who was asked whether he would 
‘take pickles or jam, and answered “a little 
of both, please”. In the homely pbrseo- 
log¥ of the least assailable philosopher we 
i know, there is a time to laugh and a time 
| tocry;a@ time to be optimistic and a time 
to be pessimistic ; a time to be happy, and 
a time to be sad; and whichever time we 
may like less, we must not overlook its 
function, which is like that of the discord 
deliberately inserted in certain harmonies. 
Drab is dreary, but all purple would soon 
have an equally fatal monotony, The 
Karser, however, has hit upon the time 
| when more optimism seems greatly needed. 
For his advocacy of optimism is at bottom 
merely a timely plea for a revival of faith ; 
io effort, and Germany has no monopoly of 
that form of slackness at the plough- 
handles for which they have, in their so 
convenient langaage, coinel the word

THE SHIPPING COMMISSION.

Those who study thé list of the names of 
the members of the Royal Commission 
which has been appointed to investigate the 
complicated subject of shipping “rings”, 
as it appears elsewhera in this issue, will 
admit to begin with that itis fairly strong 
and representative. [t needs to be so, for 
the involved nature of the enquiry these 
gen‘lemen have to mike becomes at once 
apparent when we come to reckon up thé 
wide and varied interest that will comd 
under their purview. To the disinterested 
realer the composition of the Commission 
will seem fairly balanced, the shipping 
interests concerued having efficient repre- 
sentatives in Lord Inverclyde, of the Cunsnt 
Line, Mr. Pattutrs, of the Royal Malt 
Steam Packet Company, and others, algo 
well known to the shipping world, traders 
including Sir Huow But and Sir Winuiam 
Lewis, and the inevitable official element. 
But even assuming there be room for some 
discontent on one or other of thuse heads, 
we take it for granted that the Chairmea 
nominated will be welcomed by all concern- 
al. Mr. Artaur Cowen is a King's 
Couns and Judge of the Cinque Ports, and 
his judgment ougit to be mature, iu view 
of his years and experience. Boru seventy- 
six years ayo, and standing Counsel for 
Camtridge University for the last twenty- 
eight years, Mr. Coen has bad great 
opportunities of acquiring the peculiar fit.

The practice of giving rebates to special 
classes of customer i# not the only serious 
matter for debate. Though-so far the 
agitation has originated in other culonies 
an.lin other parcs of ithe world, Hongkong 
and the Far Kast generally are keenly 
interested, and will louk forward to possible 
results very anxiously. We have already 
suggested where the real difficulty lies, in 
the multiplicity of ‘pots of view. The 
Times fancies the greatest diffisulty will be 
to come at an agreement on m.terial facta, 
but the Commission would have a com. 
paratively. easy task of it were its duty 
werely to decide which it believes, certain 
statements or certain contradictions. The 
real trouble is that two or more cooflicting 
sides way be simultaneously io the right. 
The mau in the street nowadays readily 
condemns all “trusts” from the frst 
mention of the word, and certainly the 
ruthleas operations of mighty organizations 
have done much to make the world 
cling to the old-fashioned ways of fair 
conipetitiuon. Every now and agaio we 
hear murmurs from patriotic alarmiate 
that the British mercantile flag is losing 
the pre-eminence it once enjoyed; 
a combine of British shipping could con- 
ceivably soon settle that fear. Bat thea 
immediately there would be a ery that 
British trade was being choked by high 
rates, and the shipping people would retort 
that they could uot be expected to keep. the

‘Union Jack showing everywhere at a loss to 
themeelves.. The patriot looks impartially 
on the despatcher and on the carrier of 
cargo as cumplemenutary to his nation’s 
trade, without thinking how the question 
of low or high rates affects either separately. 
The newly appointed commissioners have to 
look to the parts and to the whole, and to 
bring that dispassionateness to the finding 
of a compromise that cannot reasonably 
be expected from the separate interests 
involred.

_ A minute by the bacteriologist, Dr. Hunter, 
with reference to the wall in Stanley Street 
which hag occasioned considerable discussion, 
was read: It is now generally recognised by 
experts on water analysis that bacteriology 18 
the most direct and delicate test of the safety 
of*sa water for drinking purposes. By it we 
e obtain exact information not alone as to the 
constitution of a water but as to its potentiality 
to cause disease. Bacteriological methods are 
more delicate than chemical examination. 
- Klein. Houston, and others have shown that by 
bacteriological methods, it is possible to detect 
smaller degrees of sewage pollution than by 
chemistry. With “A” jof the minute (Mr. 
Humphreys’) 1 agree entarely. I bave never 
condemned a water because it contained 
actllus coli:communts. [am thoroughly justified 
however in regarding apy water 4s suspicious 
which contains the bacillus coli communis io 
loo. or any such small quantity. With that 
art. of the minute marked “BJS dissgree. 
ere ugain, I regard a sample of water as 
suspicious if it contains a large number of 
bacteria por o.c, of whatever kind, and 
especially so if the number of species represented 
-was large. With “C” I am in entire agree- 
ment yet the higher the number of bactltua colt 
ia ony eamiple of water the heavier will have 
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been the recent sewage or other pollution and 
the greater the probability of the presence of 
disease-producing bacteris. The  questioa 
raised at “D"™ is atill a matter of con- 
siderable scientific dispute. Our ioform- ;

ferments gliuecse, Isctose, efc., if it gives the ; 
enterilivis chanjga in milk. ‘The presence af 
liqguefying organisnis ix al-oof great importauce. 
I rely upon no single test, reaction or ple- 
nomenon, and place but little weight upon the 
mere quantitative estimation of the micro 
organisms in any sampleof water. The saniples 
of well water which I have examined receatly 
were so impure ag to auswer to the very con- 
demnafory test, necessary from a bacteriological 
standpoint. In the case of a water supply how. 
ever the condition of affairs is somashat differ. 
ent. Here all fle findings of bacteriology. 
chemistry, and fopography must be considered 
before it is condemned. I am in agreement, how- 
ever. with the statement. by the Fourth Raport } 
of the Royal Commission on Water Supplies ' 
and Sewage Diaposal of IMH, that typical 

buctllvs coli iu Lec. of a sa: ple of water is 

sufficient to condemn it for potable purposes, 

and an indication of sewags poliwlion. ti the

It is clear therefore that for shallow 
wells bacteriological analysis is untrustworthy 
and misleading, becaure the number end species 
of the bac eria in such wells are used as a basis 
for indieating the amount of sewage conta- 
mination whereas they may be nearly all the 
result of self multiplication. 
that owing to the facilities afforded by growth 
on ths sides of a well it is only by pumping 
out foe sometime tbat a sample representing 
the bacterial condition of the wat-r gaining 
aceven fo the wellis obtainable. “ It is there- 
fore imperative that in the examination of 
well water for micro organisms attention 
should be given as to whether 
well has been recently pumped or disturbed, 


-or unused for a longer or shorter period. 


l nleas these circumstances are duly taken into 
cousideration the most misleading an { erroneous 
concusions as to the bacteriological conditiou of 
the. ctual source of supply will be arrived at. It 
ix needless to point ontalse that oo well should 
ve closel on a baoterioscopic report which 
indicvles sewage contamination as result 
_ of the presence of the bacilus cols communis 
uulexs tho chemical analysis corroborates 
it, for the reason that sewage contamination 
ix readily detectsd by chem cal analysis; but 
iif the bacterioscopec report states that the 


| bacilli of typhoid, cholera, or othec maliga- 


ant hucilli are present, the well should be closed 
at ounce irrespective of the chemical analysis 
which would fail to disclose the presence of such 
bacteria. It is however exceedingly rare that a 
water containing such malignant bacteria esoe pes 
on a chemical analysis, for the reasou that they 
are almost invariably axsociated with considerable 
sewage contaminatiou, which as already stated 
is readily detected by the presence of au 
abnormal amount of nitrates, nitrites, chlorides, 
and free ammonia. "

If the reporte furnished to tha Governor speak 
true, as Lam sure they do, the terehing has 
fulfilled the required standard, and must be 
judgrd by results to be successful, and putting 
even Mr. Irviue's accurate and impartial results 
on one side, and looking at a larger Held of 
education than the one this Colony cao furnish, 
I think I am justified in saying that after all, 
old methods are the best. For if we look 
at results and place ourselves face to fao> 
with ourselves.

Mr. P. Eduljee, in dis Report dated Hongkong 
2sth December, 1906, states: To-day marks the 
end of the seasun, and acasual glance at the 
Progress of -the trade during the past twelve 
wonths cannot be out af place 

Imports to Hongkong amennt te 2auSGo Tettes 
as against 44,606 bales bist vear and sales agyre- 
wate &E,S1S hales as agaiust PET bales in Pas, 
showing a decrease of 26 and 47 per cent. re- 
spectively. The decrease in imports may 
attributed te the heavy influx of yarn at the lat- 
ter eud of Jast year, in anticipation of the opening 
of the Manchurian markets. Considering the 
wretched state of the up-country demand for the 
greater part of this year, wud ¢he suspension of 
all operations for three months in Hongkong, the 
large shrinkage in sales should create little 
surprise. In briefly reviewing 1906, it may be 
pronounced to have been the must disastrous year 
the trade has experienced since its commence- 
ment. With the exception of the Bombay spinu- 
ners, wha have been driving a roaring trade since 
the last eighteen months, business has been more 
or less detrimental to dur unfortunate importers 
and dealers. When it is recorded that the losses 
are ruughly estimated at close upeo three 
millions, and that of sume fifteen yarn-~lealiny 
Hongs eleven have collapsed. it requires ov further 
proof to show the serious nature uf the disaster of 
which we have not heardthe last. The first nute uf 
alamn was sounded as early as March last, but a 
sort of unusual infatuation possessed beth zellersy 
and buyers, and matters grew from bad to worst 
when in August the evil effects of uver-trading 
and ygaunbling was first felt in the total collapse 
of a large native dealer. Efforts were then made 
to patch up the market by the tvutal suspension 
of business fur three months, which alse proved 
abortive in the face uf incessant heavy supplies 
that ought to have been originally largely curtail- 
ed if not wholly checked. The year opeuved with 
an unsold stock of 84,000 bales and ends with 
166,000, the entire quantity of yarn held by 
the insolvent dealers falling back upon eellers 
with a small exception. The value of best Nu. 10s 
stood at.$117 at the inning of the year and 
ooses to-day at 302. Exchange on India ruled in 
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the neighbourhood of Rs, 151 in January and is 
qnoted to-day at Rs. 167. :
